‘CONVINCED’ , 

At most of their meetings the 
Nazi leaders had conversations re- 
corded by either shorthand writer 
or dictuphone. A record of the 
meeting, of May 4, which Guerber 
hay seen, was kept by Hitler’s 
permanent seeretary, Rolf Iniiger. ‘ 

Hess, according to [nliger's off- 
clal account, informed Hitler that 
he was convinced that Britain 
was willing to talk peace, 

Hitler is recorded as retorting: 
“I havo reached tho solemn de- 
cision to go to war with Russia 
beforo the autumn. I will give! 
Britain a last chance of survival. 
I want the British to be told:: 
‘Get out of the war. Clear out of 
Germany’s war'.” 

Hitler, according to the record, 
constantly oxclaimed: “But for 
Britnin and tho British attitude 
the whole problem of Europe’ 
could have been settled.” 

Later the same day he again 
summoned Hess, who is recorded 
os making another lengthy state- | 
mont on the British mentality os 
shown by intelligence reports 
relating to alr bombings and living 
conditions. 

The record of Rolf Inliger shows 
that Hess ended his speech with 
these words: “We must show the 
British*wo ore sincere. If we do 
that the British people will rise up 
and compel Churchill to make 
Reace.” 

Hitler then chose Hess to carry 
to Britain what is deseribed in 
official records as “The Plan 
ABCD Number S 274K," a cop 
of which was found in the Relic’ 
Chancellery archives. 

FOUR PARTS 

The ABCD plan was so called 
because it was in four parts, as 
follows: 

(a) To demonstrate to tho Bri- 
tish Government .by means of 
documents that it was useless to 
continue tho war following the 
collnpse_of France. 

(b) To promise Britnin that if 
sho would withdraw from tho war 
sho would preserve her full in- 
dependence and retain her colonial 
possessions but would havo to 
undertake not to “meddio in any 
way” with internal or external 
affairs of any Europcan countries. 

(g¢) An offer to Britain of an 
nitiance of- 25 years with the 
Reich (this was a personal sug- 
gestion by Hess). 

{d) A demand that Britain 
should not only withdraw from

THE PRIVILEGED FEW 


Sir,--The question of N.A.A- 
F.L rations for civilians ix caus- 
ing, to put it mildly, a fair 
amount of criticism among mem- 
bers of the forces who witress 
the drawing of these rations each 
period. 

Who ts the uuthority that de- 
cides on o fit person to draw 
theny rations, what are the quali- 
fications to be amongst these few 
or ta it many, recs 23 
‘We can quite understand  ex- 
internees, ¢x-P.0.W.'s and per- 
sonnel sent here for the rehabili- 
tation of the Colony. but what 
ubout these others who are merely 
carrying out a normal Job with, 
no doubt, better pay than peace: 
time, how do they get the coveted 
ration card. 

The part that really hurte is 
that rankers working on the same 
Job as some of these civilians are 
not allowed by King’s Regulations 
to purchase spirits from N.A.A.- 
FL, and yet they have to watch 
someone drawing two or three 
times larger salaries buying goods 
at privileged prices from their 
own oreanisation. 

Let us hope that the services 
store opening soon will not he 
plurued by thesc hangers on,
